This house is located at 522 Antietam Drive, Hagerstown, Washington
County, Maryland. It is situated on the east side of the road and
faces west.

The structure is a one-and-a-half story, three-bay log dwelling
sheathed with aluminum siding. The construction of the walls,
which are set on low roughly coursed fieldstone foundations, is
concealed by the siding.

The windows are modern in appearance with single-pane, double-hung
sashes. They are flanked by louvered shutters. The main entrance
is located in the north bay of the west elevation and is very plain
in appearance.

The roof is covered with sheet metal and extends for several inches
beyond the end walls of the house. A small brick interior chimmey
is located near the center of the roof ridge. A modern brick exterior
chimney is present at the south wall.

The house is in excellent condition and stands on an 80' X 280' 1lot.
